Explanatory Memorandum 

The Armed Forces Headquarters Clecrical Service ( Competitive Examination) 
(Third Amendment) Regulations, 1971. 

II has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the above amendment 
for the following reasons. 

The AFHQ Clerical Service was constituted w.e.f, 1st March, 1968, vide the 
AFHQ Clerical Service Rules, 1968. In the Third Schedule to these Rules, it has 
been provided inter alia that 90 per cent of the temporary vacancies in the grade 
of Lower Division Clerk shall be filled by direct recruitment on (he basis of com- 
psiitive examinations held for the purpose by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion, In pursuance of rule 11 of the AFHQ Clerical Service Rules, 1968, the AFHQ 
Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1969 were formulated 
Mutatis mutandis on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service (Com- - 
petitive Examination) Regulations, 1965, In these regulations, the pioeedure for 
the competitive examinations, referred to In the Third Schedule, was laid down and 
it was provided inter alia that the competitive examinations for recruitment to 
Lower Division Grade of the Service and posts of Lower Division Clerx shull be 
held by the Union Public Service Comrpissian and all further action to conduct 
the said examination, such as calling of applications, determination of eligibility for 
admission to the examination etc., shall be taken by the Commission. 

It was later decided that the work relating to the holding of the Clerks’ Grade 
Examination for recruitment to Lower Division Grade should be transferred from 
UPSC to the Secretariat Training School for the conduct of examinations from 
1971 onwards. In pursuance of this decision, the Rules for the Cloaks’ Grade 
Examination, 1971, to be held in June 1971 by the Secretariat Training School of 
the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet Secretariat, were notified by Cabinet 
Secretariat (Department of Personnel) on 21st November, 1970, This examination 
Is meant to recruit Lower Division Clerks for Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 
Indian Foreign Service (B), Railway Board Secretarial Clerical Service and Armed 
Force; Headquarters Clerical Service, etc. In the above Rules, it was stated 
inter alia that the above examination would be held by the Secretariat Training 
School and all further actions to conduct the said examination wouid be taken 
by that School. 

The Central Secretariat Clerical Service (Competitive Examination! Regula- 
tions, 1965 have been amended vide the Central Secretariat Clerical Service (Com- 
petitive Examination) Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1970 so as to provide 
for the conduct of Clerks Grade Examination by the Secretariat Training School 
for recruitment to temporary vacancies in Lower Division Grade of the Central 
Secretariat Clerical Service; these amendments have been brought info force from 
1st January, 1971. 

As the qualified candidates of the Clerks’ Grade Examination, 1971, L be held 
by the Secretariat Training School will he nominated for appointment to Lower 
Dlvlsmn Grade of the AFHQ Clerical Service also; It is necessary to make provi- 
sions for the conduct of the said examination by the aforesaid School in the 
AFHQ Clerical Service (Competitlve__Exa®Ination) Regulations, 1969, from a re- 
trospective date viz, , 1st January, 1971, the date from which the Central Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service competitive Examination) (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 
1970 have been enforced.
